THE RIFLE INFRASCOPE. 

Will Enable tbe Soldier to Sboot "Rouod 

Becaataji Mr. William Youlton, an 
Enguahmaa, patented an invention 
<Ji s k ed lor enablitifz a soldier in time 
of war to shoot at the enemy "round 
the comer" as it were. This infra- 
i- iys the St. .lames Gazette, 

< of a aqttan metal tube about 

lv' inohea by one inch, in which are 
set iv .i small mirrors inclined at an 
angle of 4Q de g reaa, has been exten- 
aively used in tlie South African cam- 
paign, and has been the means of ac- 
quiring valuable information as to 
the enemy's position without endan- 
gering tin Ufa of ill. iwer. One end 
of the instrument is exposed from be- 
hind the cover, and the image which 
the exposed mirror r. ccivos |a reflect- 
ed on to the second mirror, thereby 
enabling Ihe user to see all that is 
going ou in front of him without 
posing any part of his body. Hut the 
inventor has c,one further than this 
simple form of ihe infrnscope. He 
has adapted ihe ii -tmment to

part of Ihe body being visible to the 
enemy. To ti< complith this* it is nec- 
essary to attach a it inporary stock to 
the rifle which forms a new bull for 
the shoulder, bringing the original 
bult to the level of ihe head. The in- 
frnscope ilself is attached to the rifle 
just behind the baek si«ht,andthe ' 
itrument is so arranged that thesight 
line is reflected to the new level of 
the eye when the portable stock isat- 
tached. The wholi apparatus is ex- 
tremely simple and portable, and no 
less un authority than Col. Lockyer 
ha* pronounced an opinion favor " ' 
to it, and the rifle infrascope may be
